Our werds and actions must 
Le kept within dae limits, We must errapulously abide by eolightened 
methods 1, soliciting the help of cur friends agaiust our caemies, 

4. The importance of self-control. 


There are geveral thousands of usin Cantun, and we are ceeply grateful 
for the help and kindnesa shown to ua Ly ey mpathisers. 

But we must remember that the enemy's spicsare ekilled in mierepre- 
sentation. Masyuerading ax seamen, they deliberately do all sorts of 
discreditable things with the chject of weakening our cohesion. 


Ii beloves us, therefore, to take the utmost care in uur most trivial 
actions otherwise we may give cause to rneer at the lownees of our 
standard. We must conetantly reflict whether anything in our conduct 
map give ris to unfavourable comment, 

Beloved seamen and sympatinee'a, we know that capital is drawing its 


Bat we must also r:meml er the convulsive flare of an expiring 
Jantero, and redouble our eflorta, and be on our guard against some great
